10, air mail service will be inau- 
gurated_at Alexandria, Bemidji, 
Fergus Falls, International Falls, 
Thief River Falls, Winona, Minn., 
Fargo, Grand Forks, N. Dak., and 
La Crosse, Wis., over route A. M. 


66 secial cachets will be provided 
for those stop points listed above 
and the usual treatment of phila- 
telic mail will be authorized. 

First flight air mail covers sent 
to the postmasters at these offices 
must be prepaid at the appro- 
priate air mail postage rate, 
Double postal cards and double 

t cards intended for return 
reply purposes are not acceptable 
as first flight covers. 

All covers should be accompan- 
ied by a letter authorizing the 
holding of the covers for the first 
flight and requesting the applica- 
tion of the cachet. 

Space approximately 24% by 2% 
inches to the left on the address 
side of all covers is required for 
the cachet. An enclosure of me- 


| dium weight should be placed in 


each envelope to obtain better 
impression of cachet and _post- 
mark, and to prevent damage to 
cover or canceling machine 

No provision will be made for 
point to point covers. However, 
at request of collectors, covers re- 
ceiving cachet will be given di- 
rectional service only to an of- 
fice designated by the General 
Superintendent, Postal Transpor- 
tation Service, and served by the 
first flight in each direction, and 
will there be backstamped and 
dispatched onward to destination

on reading the announcement of 
the nation’s one millionth traffic 


cels. 

The one millionth victim was 
Miss Elma Wischmeier of Cleve- 
land, Ohio. She was hit by a 
truck on December 10, 1951 and 
died of her injuries on the 21st. 

The one millionth case was com- 
puted from 1900 when the first 
auto appeared on American 
streets and highways, or over a 
space of fifty years. With our 
increasing and appalling death 
rate today, the two millionth fa- 
tality will occur in less than 
twenty-five years. 

This time I am going to let ex- 

amples of traffic safety slogan 
postal cancels speak for them- 
selves. Here is the list compiled 
from those I have read, heard and 


Sanders, Nebraska State Safety 
Patrol. 

“He speeded to an early grave, 
never to enjoy the time he saved”, 
engraved on a tombstone used in 
publicity by the Maryland Casual- 
ty Co. 

“If you speed like lightning 
you invite a crash like thunder”, 
a repeat by an Omaha radio sta- 
tion. 

What barbaric Killings! 37,500 
persons in the U. S. met violent 
death in auto mishaps in 1951. 

The motor car is part of our 
economic system. Yet it also can 
be a juggernaut that kills and 
maims. 

Let death on streets and high- 
ways take many holidays in 1952. 

Motorists, better a little delay 
enroute than not to arrive at all. 

Your liability insurance cannot 
restore the life of your traffic vic- 
tim. 

Your first rule on the highway 
should be more eaution and less 
haste. 

Remember, pedestrains have 
the right of way over auto traffic. 

When behind the wheel of a car 
do not gamble with your life or 
those of others, 

Any person or firm is free to 
use any of the above traffic safe- 
ty slogans.

SWEDEN: When the Gothen- 
burg chapter of the Swedish Phil- 
atelic Association recently cele- 
brated its 50th anniversary with 
a stamp exhibition and appropri- 
ate glamor, it also published a 
quite remarkable Jubilee Book 
which starts out as it ought by 
recording the highspots of the 
club’s bygone years. 

Then following two interesting 
articles on collecting for shades 
and a treatise detailing how the 
progress and final retouch of a 
plate defect of a stamp was used 
for the chronological classifica- 
tion of shades and printing dates. 

The piece de resistance how- 
ever, is a 45 page summary by 
member Wockatz of the method 
and results of his plating the 
Sweden, Scott No. 8 (with refer- 
ence also to the related numbers 
1_to 16) by the little irregularities 
of the perforation. 

The described method is most 
convincing and opens a wide ap- 
proach in general for the plat- 
ing of old issues perforated by 
machines not of modern preci- 
sion, and corresponding easy dis- 
tinction of printing chronology. 

The booklet is photo-printed 
in Swedish on 122 pages, bound 
in heavy paper covers and obtain- 
able at $1.50 from me at the ad-

SWEDEN: Stockholm, the capi- 
tal, is this year celebrating the 
700th year of its founding. 

To mark the event the Postal 
Administration has promised a 
set of stamps, details of which 
have not as yet been released. 

NORWAY: As previously re- 
ported several postal rates were 
increased October 1. These in- 
clude the foreign letter rate from 
45 ore to 55 ore. As a consequence, 
the previous 55 ore orange will 
have a color change tc blue, 
sometime this month to conform 
to the UPU regulations in respect 
to colors. 

SWEDEN: For Christmas dec- 
orations a multitude, of all kinds 
of small things are made from 
straw, from tiny angels and cocks 
to full size goats. 

A Christmas star of this kind 
is depicted on the 1951-1952 
Christmas seal which came in 
two varieties. In sheets, the seal 
was perforated 12; in booklets 
perforated 11. 

NORWAY: The Red Cross 
Christmas seal depicts the na- 





tion’s flag, a ski slide, and Prince 
Harald, heir apparent to the 
throne, in skiing costume. 

SWEDEN: Now in preparation 
is a set of two memorial stamps 
to be released April 19 the 400th 
anniversary of the death of the 
man they are to commemorate. 
He is Olaus Petri. 

One of the denominations will 
probably be a 25 ore correspond- 
ing to the inland single letter 
rate. As of the date of this writ- 
ing, the second value is not 
known. 

Olaus Petri, together with his 
brother Laurentius Andreae, were 
prominent in the movement of 
introducing the Lutheran Church 
into Sweden by King Gustav 
Vasa. 

Petri also organized the work 
and participated in the transla- 
tion of the Holy Bible. This was 
later presented to the king an 
event which has been noted phila- 
telically in 1941 with the set of 
stamps Scott-listed as 316 to 318.

There is also 
the possibility that it might re- 
produce a statue erected some 
years ago to “Olaus Petri, The 
Preacher.” 

SWEDEN: After a couple of 
years of\non-existence the Swed- 
ish Ship Post Offices (“angbats 
p x p” or “abxp”) were officially 
announced discontinued at the 
end of 1951. That concludes 100 
years of operation, 

On board the little coastal 
steamer “Uddevalla” plying be- 
tween Eddevall and Gothenburg 
a semiofficial, rectangular-shaped 
handstamp was placed in use in 
1851 for the mail handled aboard. 
But it was not until 1869 that 
fully official ship post offices 
were organized. 

The first one appeared on the 
Dalsland Canal steamer “Laxen” 
(“The Salmon”). Since that time 
all the cancelling stamps have 
been circular of sundry types, at 
first with the name of the route 
(as “Dalsland Canal’), or the 
name of the ship (as “Motala 
Strom”). Later they came with 
the postal number of the route 
and inscribed, for example, as 
“Angbats P x P No. 4” or “AB 
XP 180” (steam boat post office). 

The development and import- 
ance of this .postal service can be 
judged by the following statistics: 

In 1869 there was only one 
ship post office— 

In 1870 eighteen were added— 

By the end of 1872 there were 
39 all told— 

And in 1895 the all time maxi- 
mum of 160 was reached— 

By 1934 they had dwindled to 


And now there are none, and 
another chapter of Swedish postal 
history is closed.

Never before has Philately had the opportunity to sell itself 
to the public in so easy a manner as today. It is regretable that 
there has been no sound effort on the part of organized Philately 
to promote the hobby as it should be promoted. No hobby of any 
kind has so many good points as stamp 
collecting. It is needless to try to enum- 
erate them and to dwell upon them in 
an article such as this. The facts are self 
evident to any Philatelist capable of 
thinking in a rational manner. What has 
been done therefore to promote our hob- 
by and to make it even bigger and better 
than it is today? Little or nothing except 
to cater to the acknowledged stamp col- 
lector. The tyro, the new man or the 
general public are utterly ignored and 
left to shift for themselves, For years 
past we who understand our hobby, we 
who have spent many years of activity 
as Philatelists know quite well that the 
hobby is a wonderful one. We know also 
that stamp collecting has been recom- 
mended by reputable physicians as a 
zg tonic for a tired mind. We know also that 

Philately is a hobby that can give pleas- 
: ure and entertainment to anyone who 
GEORGE W. LINN gets wrapped up in it. Now we learn 
that large corporations are acknowledg- 
ing the fact that their workers must be given more consideration 
than in the past. We know that in most of the bigger corporations 
that there is a retirement age, that the elderly worker is pensioned 
and removed from his job. We know also and these big corpora- 
tions know that the best employee is that one who has some ac- 
tive interest in life that permits him to live a normal life without 
dissipation of his idle time and without worry over the future. 

Before me at present is a page taken from the December 22 
issue of Business Week. This magazine features Hobbies for work- 
ers. The caption on the article is “To Retire Happily, Get a Hobby 
First.” It is stated that Pitney-Bowes and Lockheed hope to ease 
the abrupt shift to inactive life, by encouraging outside interests, 

We in the stamp world know that within several large organi- 
gations in cities all across the country, there are stamp clubs whose 
membership is limited to the employees of such organizations, We 
should realize that with big business backing up such hobby clubs 
that it is high time that Philately should organize so that it could 
promote Philately through these large corporations. 

We can not quote the entire article that we refer to but we 
want to quote the first paragraph which has the punch and the 
real fact in it so that you who should seek to promote Philately 
ean know that you are being called upon for help. 

“Develop a hobby early, and chances are you'll get 

a lot more enjoyment from retiring at 65. That’s the advice 

the experts are giving these days. And it is the theory that 

& number of companies are following in setting up retire- 

ment programs for their employees.’ 

That paragraph should be sufficient for the promoters of our 
hobby. to work on. It is to be regretted that those who would 
profit most from such promotion lack the organization to do the 
things that could be done to help make Philately the hobby that 
a lot of these people would select. 


The UN Stamp Scandal 


We say scandal because we think it nothing less than scan- 
dalous that a great many people who have sent money in good 
faith after being solicited to do so can neither get the stamps they 
sent their money for, they can not get their money back and they 
ean not even get a reply to letters of inquiry. Our previous editorial 
on this situation has brought several more letters all of which 
corroborate the things we previously said. We even have names 
mentioned in some of them and charges made which we know 
nothing about, but if things are like we are led to believe we can 
not understand why some good New York Stamp columnist has 
not dug into the mess and printed the story before this. It will be 
a scoop for the man who does and it needs to be done. 


About Air Mail Covers 


A correspondent puts us clear on values on First Flight Air 
Covers. Says this man, the catalogue is priced at double the ac- 
knowledged value of the covers because stamp collectors all feel 
they should buy at a discount of about 50%. So if a cover is priced 
at $1.00 it is recognized as being about a 50c cover. Then too the 
price is based on a cover of the standard 6% size, properly and fully 

ostmarked, backstamped and cacheted. Any other cover is worth 
ut a fraction, Well that helps some, for if we have a $5.00 cover 
we can call it a $2.50 cover and feel better satisfied. 


Congressman Condemns Commemoratives 


Congressman William Henry Harrison, Representative from 
Wyoming thinks the P. O. D. should quit issuing commemorative 
stamps as they cost too much to produce. Mr. Harrison thinks we 
collectors would be able to get along without these special stamps 
until the nation is on a more stable footing, 

We have a letter from a Washington, D. C. collector who 
also is an employee of the government, This man says he would 
like to tell off this Congressman but if he did so the Congressman 
would merely have to write a letter and he would be fired from 
his job. It seems that Congressmen must have a lot of power, 
but it seems to be in the wrong place.

Additional Facts 
On M. Galvez Firm 


Following the recent death of 
M. Galvez of Madrid, Spain we 
printed a news item concerning 
his stamp firm. We have learned 
that some of what we stated was 
in error. The following is said to 
be correct. 

The first M. Galvez in the stamp 
business was a Miguel Galvez, 
born in 1865 in Loja (Granada) 
and settled in Madrid in 1885 
where he entered the military 
service for three years and dur- 
ing this time became an ardent 
stamp collector. In 1895 he mar- 
ried dona Josefs Rodriguez Lopez 
whose father Leopold Lopez was 
one of the oldest stamp dealers in 
the world, having started busi- 
ness as a stamp dealer in Madrid 
in 1868. 

Mr. Lopez accumulated a vast 
stock of stamps which he kept 
in his small shop and in later 
years he sold this stock to Julius 
Goldner of Hamburg, Germany. 

There seems to have been some 
misunderstanding over this sale 
for Mr. Lopez was quite surprised 
when after Mr. Goldner had re- 
moved the stamps from the shop 
he tendered the keys back to Mr. 
Lopez. Lopez had been of the 
idea that he had sold the stamps, 
and the shop as well and did not 
expect anything in return. Mr. 
Goldner however stated that he 
was interested only in the stamps 
so he returned the keys to the 
shop. 

It was at this time that the Mr. 
Lopez offered the shop to his new 
son-in-law Miguel Galvez and 
this was the year of the founda- 
tion of the firm of M. Galvez who 
retired in 1920 and left the busi- 
ness in the hands of his son Man- 
uel Galvez who is now head of 
the firm. 

Manuel is the second generation 
and has no male children, Wheth- 
er there will be a third genera- 
tion of Galvez to continue this 
great firm is a question that only 
Manuel Galvez can answer,

Wildlife Poster 
Seals Available 


The fifteenth annual wildlife 
conservation stamps published by 
the National Wildlife Federation 
are now being distributed from 
Federation headquarters, 3308 
a. St., N. W., Washington 10, D. 


The 36 stamps in the 1952 issue 
were the work of three noted 
nature artists—Roger Tory Peter- 
son, best known for his illustrat- 
ed “Field Guide to the Birds” and 
more recently as author of “Wild- 
life in Color”; Francis Lee Jaques, 
for many years staff artist of the 
American Museum of Natural 
History; and Leslie Ragon, one 
of America’s foremost travel- 
poster artists. 

The subjects depicted in the 
colorful stamp include 14 birds, 
all painted by Peterson and rang- 
ing from the common tree-swal- 
low and friendly Carolina wren 
to the austere snowy owl and lap- 
land longspur of the far North. 
Peterson also contributed a paint- 
ing of a frequently-heard but 
seldom-seen creature—the green 
tree frog of the southern states— 
and another of the beautiful zebra 
swallowtail butterfly. 

Twelve paintings by Jaques 
appear. They include five fishes, 
two trees, and five mammals, 
ranging from dramatic portrayals 
of the mountain goat and fierce 
cougar to the popular racoon and 
strange kangaroo rat. 

Ragan’s assignment was wild 
flowers. His portrayal, reflecting 
his mastery of poster art, include 
the holly, hedgehog cactus, slim 
larkspur, golden aster, red 
willowweed, false _ foxglove, 
turtlehead and pearly everlast- 
ing. 

More than 400 species of 
American wildlife have been por- 
trayed by leading artists in the 
National Wildlife Federation 
stamps since the series was start- 
ed in 1938. The stamps are the

‘LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 

















By CARL P. RUETH 


It is surprising in view of the 
fact that this year marks the 150th 
anniversary of the establishment 
of West Point as the United 
States Military Academy that no 
commemorative stamp is to ap- 
pear. At least none seems plan- 
ned for the event. 

West Point, of course, was a 
military vantage point and depot 
long before its becoming a school 
for educating of men for officers 
in the army. 

During the revolution it was a 
stronghold of the Colonial Forces 
commanding the Hudson River 
above New York City. It was 
realized that should it have fallen 
to the British the Revolutionary 
forces might have suffered a 
blow from which they might not 
have recovered. 

There was a strong iron chain 
stretched across the river here to 
Constitution Island. In 1779 it 
was the headquarters of the com- 
mander in chief of the Continent- 
al Army. 

In 1780 it was commanded by 
Major General Benedict Arnold 
who tried to betray it to the Brit- 
ish. On the disbandment of the 
army at the close of the Revolu- 
tion, West Point was designated 
as one of the depots for the stor- 
age of military property. 

In 1802 the Corps of Engineers 
was created to be stationed at 
West Point and to constitute a 
military academy. While I have 
no means of checking the actual 
date of its becoming such, I un- 
derstand it is March 16. 

I believe we should have a 
stamp— it certainly is a good sub- 
ject of national interest with a 
valid anniversary. 

But then again, the Academy 
“brass” might feel that it has 
gotten enough publicity with the 
summary expulsion of approxi- 
mately ninety cadets who were 
said to have been cribbing in the 
exams.

trip he sent the few collectors 
whose names he had some very 
interesting sea mail covers. 

Capt. Milbury has offered to 
do this for more of our readers. 
He suggests using the standard 
6%” size envelopes, white paper. 
Type or clearly write the name 
of the person who is to receive 
the cover near the lower right 
hand corner. Add a 3c stamp for 
surface mail. Inside place a light 
stuffer, and then either seal, or 
turn the flap in. And do write 
in the address, “United States of 
America”, not just U.S.A. 

There is no charge for this ac- 
comodation, and you can place a 
reasonable quatity of covers to 
be serviced in his hands. But I 
believe he would appreciate a 
few mint commems for his will- 
ingness to serve, although he has 
never mentioned it.

“May I ask you to express your 
opinion in your column as_ to 
what’s wrong with any of these 
worthwhile associations and/or 
societies when they reach a 
healthy birthday and a stamp is 
issued in their behalf?” 

As some of you long time read- 
ers know, I have expressed my- 
self on such stamps. I have al- 
ways made it quite clear that I 
have nothing against such or- 
ganizations, and that I wish them 
well. 

My premise is that if you are 
going to honor the Engineers and 
the Doctors and so on, then the 
Plumbers, Bricklayers, Bakers et 
al are just as worthy and deserv- 
ing. They too are earning an 
honorable and honest living and 
adding to the national welfare and 
progress, 

I also do not believe it fitting 
to issue stamps for odd anniver- 
saries. Unless the subject is so 
universally outstanding that rec- 
ognition philatelically cannot be 
argued, I would say that any- 
thing under a 100th anniversary 
should be passed over, 

If the Post Office Department 
honors several segments of the 
population, then it can be severe- 
ly criticised for not recognizing 
all. And there just are not that 
many stamps issued to do it. 


Folks down in Mobile, Ala. are 
still after a commem to mark the 
250th anniversary of the founding 
of their city, and they would like 
to have it on July 1. 

Mobile, you know, was capital 
of the huge Louisiana Territory. 
It was the first colonial capital 
in America, from Quebec south, 
to be built without fortified walls 
or enclosure. 

What defenses there were pro- 
tected them from the French and 
not from the neighboring Indians, 
the Movilians, with whom they 
were friends. 

Historically the city is well 
qualified for a stamp.

SANDY'S STAMP SHOP 


VALPARAISO, FLA. 
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CHAPTER XVIII 


Pennsylvania, the great Quaker State—the state that was 
founded in a search for common brotherhood and friendship—rates 
second in the number of 1c Defense errors produced. The latest 
tabulation of finds of errors has established that at least 600 1c pairs 
and 300 1c blocks were found in the following Pennsylvania post 
offices: Erie, Meadville, Harrisburg, Reading, Williamsport and Pitts- 
burgh. As readers of this series of articles know, the largest con- 
centration of le errors was in and around Birmingham, Ala., where 
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1,000 pairs and 500 blocks were reported. 


With the exception of the Erie 
errors, the circumstances sur- 
rounding the Pennsylvania dis- 
coveries have not been too well 
established. The post offices and 
the approximate number of er- 
rors found in each case have been 
pretty thoroughly checked, but 
individuals who shared in the 
original finds have not been 
reached. 

Take, for example, the Pitts- 
burgh story. A few lc errors got 
into the hands of collectors there 
in July 1942. The postmaster, 
so the report goes, promptly or- 
dered the “imperfect” stamps 
withdrawn from sale. He is said 
to have ordered a close check of 
all Defense stamp stock and to 
have found a “considerable num- 
ber” of sheets that were not per- 
forated completely between. 

The word got around that the 
postmaster was going to send the 
“imperfect” sheets back to Wash- 
ington for a credit or replacement. 

In the meantime, one of the 
stamp clerks phoned Adam K. 
Bert, long-time Pittsburgh stamp 
dealer and told him about the 
situation. Mr. Bert went into ac- 
tion very promptly. In some man- 
ner he was able to buy some of 
these complete sheets of the le 
Defense bearing the error. 

When Mr. Bert was interviewed 
in person a few years ago at a 
Cleveland stamp convention, he 
acknowledged that he had shared 
in the lc Defense errors in Pitts- 
burgh. He said he had been al- 
lowed to buy “a few complete 
sheets.” He also said that he did 
not know whether the Pittsburgh 


postmaster had returned any 
sheets to Washington to be de- 
stroyed. 


From time to time since then, 
Mr. Bert has advertised for sale 
a complete sheet of the lc De- 
fense, showing either an imperf 
pair or an imperf block, 

He offered the writer such a 
complete sheet, showing an imperf 
block, for $45 in 1946 and the 
following year when the corres- 
pondence was resumed, Mr. Bert 
wrote: "= have torn up everything 
I had in the part-perfs except 
one fine lc sheet which I had put 
aside on a layaway sale. But the 
buyer failed to come through and 
I am now offering it for sale at 
$50.” This was a sheet bearing 
an imperforate block. 

Best estimates are that approxi- 

mately 100 pairs and 50 blocks of 
the le Defense errors were dis- 
covered at Pittsburgh. 
_ The same number of le errors 
is believed to have been found 
at Harrisburg where an individual 
“close to the post office” cornered 
the find and sold the stamps to 
the two men who were most 
active among the dealers in mer- 
chandising them: George E. Mc- 
Cabe of Troy, Pa., and Herman 
Herst, Jr. of Shrub Oak, N. Y. 

In Reading, Pa. approximately 
80 pairs and 20 blocks were re- 
ported found and these were 
promptly sold to Mr. McCabe and 
Mr. Herst. George E. Pettengill, 
of Ardmore, Pa., also shared in 
the Reading find. J. O. Hammerle 
found 30 pairs of the le error at 
Williamsport, Pa., and sold them 
to Mr. McCabe. 

Additional information about 
these Pennsylvania finds will be 
welcomed and will be compiled 
and collated for the future use 
and information of stamp collec- 
tors and, particularly, U. S. spe- 
cialists. 

The second largest discovery of 
le errors at a single post office 
is believed to have occurred in 
Wichita, Kan. in July, 1942. Irv- 
ing Gordon, of New York, a travel- 
ing wholesale stamp dealer, visit- 
ed in Wichita about the time the 
original find was made. He said 
that Mr. C. A. Price, a Wichita 
stamp dealer, was in on the 
“ground floor,” and cleared’ out 
most of the errors. It has been 
impossible to verify this fact or 
secure other information about 
the Wichita errors from Mr. Price. 

However, it is definitely known 
that “the Army” also got in on 
the Wichita find. In the early 


fall of 1942, an Army major driv- 
ing eastward. from Wichita stop- 
ped in Flint, Mich., one night and 








visited dealer Glenn Holstine. In 








the course of their dealings that 
night, the Army major brought 
out a full pad of 100 Ic sheets, 
each sheet containing at least one 
pair, and sold these to Mr. Hols- 
tine, 

From other sources, fragment- 
ary information on the Wichita 
find has come forth from time to 
time. It is believed that a part 
of the lc errors found there got 
out to the West Coast in the 
form of complete sheets and these 
have been merchandised from 
time to time by a San Francisco 
dealer. 

It is estimated that the Wichita 
post office produced some 400 Ic 
pairs and at least 150 Ic blocks. 
The number of both pairs and 
blocks might be more or less. The 
writer is open to proof and will 
welcome correspondence from 
anyone knowing about this bon- 
anza, or any other Defense find, 
for that matter.

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THOMAS JEFFERSON 
3rd President 


Born in Albemarle County, Va. 
1743 - died in 1826. He was ad- 
mitted to the bar at age 24, and 
practiced briefly until he inherit- 
ed an estate from his father. He 
became a member of the house 
of burgesses 1769 - of the Con- 
tinental congress 1775 - governor 
of Virginia 1779 - later envoy to 
France, then Secertary of State 
to George Washington. 

In the Cabinet, he found him- 
self in bitter opposition to Alex- 
ander Hamilton, who favored 
support for the business inter- 
ests, contrary to his own demo- 
cratic sympathy for the farmers 
and workers. He ran _ several 
times in the Presidential elec- 
tions, but was not elected as 
President until 1800 - reelected 
1804 - and refused to run for a 
third term thereafter. 

During his administration he 
reduced the national debt, sup- 
pressed piracy, and will be for- 
ever remembered for his purchase 
of one million square miles of 
Western American territory from 
Napoleon of France, who had 
taken it from the Spanish. This 
“Louisana Purchase” gave a huge 
impetus to our expansion west- 
ward, as it brought all the great 
rivers and outlets this side of the 
continental divide into our hands. 

Jefferson was a gentleman and 
a scholar and a fine musician, 
and is ever lauded as a great 
champion of democracy and re- 
vered for his part in the author- 
ship of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, 

(Note - At Democratic $100 
dinners each year, Jefferson is 
ever hailed as the first and true 
Democrat of the country. As a 


matter of record, Jefferson, Madi- 
son, Monroe and J. Q. Adams 
were all elected on a_ fusion 


“democratic-republican” ticket, 
as opposed to the Federalists and 
Whigs. The first man elected on 
a real Dmocratic tickt was An- 
drew Jackson, in 1828.)

B. & O. RAILROAD 
(Continued from page 1) 
Thumb” will appear in the design 

of the stamp. 
It was the Tom Thumb which 


way history of long ago. 

He is Charles Carroll of Car- 
roliton. On July 24, 1828, at 91 
years of age, this only living 
signer of the Declaration partici- 
pated in the historic ceremony 
of the laying of the first stone in 
the construction of the B&O RR 
at Baltimore, Md. 

The Revolutionary patriot de- 
livered a speech at that time in 
which he said, “I consider this 
among the most important acts of 
my life; second only to my sign- 
ing the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, if even it be second to that.” 
Mail carrying on the rails oc- 
curred almost from the very be- 
ginning. The first known instance 
of the U. S. Mail being transport- 
ed by rail occurred on the South 
Carolina Railroad extending west- 
ward from Charleston in Novem- 
ber 1831. 

On or about January 1, 1832 the 
B&O began carrying mail be- 
tween Baltimore and Frederick, 
Md. Shortly after the opening of 
the latter railroad between Balti- 
more and Washington in 1835 a 
car was fitted with a compart- 
ment for carrying the United 
States mails between the two cit- 


ies. 
By 1840 railroads had begun to 
provide special space and facili- 
ties for the handling of mail en 
route, and the “American Rail- 
road Journal” reported in 1845 
that they were furnishing space 
“expressly fitted for the accomo- 
dation of the mail, and for the 
assortment of letters and papers 
on the road.” 
A car equipped for sorting mail 
en route, as an experimental 
service designed to speed up the 
overland mail, was operated on 
the Hannibal and St. Joseph Rail- 
road, now a part of the Burling- 
ton, in 1862, 
On August 28, 1864 the first 
permanent Railway Post Office 
car for picking up, sorting and 
distributing mail en route was 
placed in operation by the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern on a run 
from Chicago to Clinton, Iowa. 
As a dessert course to the above 
fact heavy railroading fare, it 
might be of more than passing in- 
terest to know of the origination 
of the “cowcatcher,” the only 
strictly American addition to the 
“iron horse.” 
It was the invention of Isaac 
Dripps, a young mechanical en- 
gineer working for the Camden 
& Amboy Railroad in New Jer- 
sey in the early 1830’s. 
So many cows trespassed upon 
the railroad that Dripps decided 
to install on the front end of the 
locomotive a small truck support- 
ing two iron spears. The Dripps 
device was effective, but it was 
fatal to cows. 
To avoid damage suits he sub- 
stituted a crosswise bar similar to 
a present-day auto bumper, and 
from this evolved the present day 
V-shaped cowcatcher. 
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Collectors and dealers consid- 
ering the disposal of their stamps 
are urged by the Miner Stamp 
Co., 225 S. Main St, Wilkes- 
Barre, Pa. to send for their in- 
formation booklet, “You Need 
Not Sell In The Dark”. It tells 
of the firm’s facilities for the 
liquidation into cash of collec- 
tions and accumulations via three 
different methods of sale.

York. It was placed in service on 
the South Carolina Railroad, now 
the Southern, at Charleston, S. C. | 
Christmas Day, December 25, | 
1830. | 

The “York” built by Phineas | 
Davis, York, Pa. was tried out on 
the B&O July 12, 1831 and was} 
placed in service in Baltimore 
shortly thereafter. 

First of the railroads to serve 
as a public conveyor of passengers 
and freight was the Baltimore & 
Ohio. The first revenue passen- | 
gers were carried on January 7, | 
1830. It was opened for regular 
freight and passenger traffic be- 
tween Baltimore and Ellicott’s 
Mills, Md., a distance of about 13} 
miles, on May 24, 1830. Horses | 
were originally used for the mo- 
tive power. 

The first common carrier rail- 
road operating with steam power 
was the South Carolina Railroad, 
now a part of the Southern Rail- 
way System. Having completed 
six miles of its line from Charles- 
ton formal opening of the rail- 
road inaugurating regular serv- 
ice took place on December 25, 
1830 after trains of four or five 
passenger cars had made. trial 
trips on December 14 and 15. 
In the early stages of their de- 
velopment both the B&O and the 
South Carolina Railroads ~ tried | 
cars equipped with sails, and also | 
with treadmills driven by horses, 
It is reported that the strange 
contrivance tried out by the B&O 
was condemned after it had been 
derailed by a wandering cow.
